VILLAGE CHOWKEEDARE. 

Mr. Rivers Tompson moved that the Bill to provide for (he appointment, dismissu!, 
and maintenance of village chowkeodars be read in council. He said that in endeavoring, on 
the last oceasion when he addressed the council, to explain the necessity for legislation upon 
this subject, he engaged after leave was given for the introduction of the Bill to explain to the 
council the principles upon which lepislative action should proceed. For a right and perfect 
comprehension of this part of the aulject it would, he thought, be of advantage to state in the 
outset the attempts which have been made to pass a law for the reform of the village police in 
Bengal, and he would crave the indulgence of the council for a brief recapitulation of the 
proposals which have beon made at different times with a view to legislation, 

He stated og the last occa+ion that a Mill for the better regulation and management of 
the rural police in Bengal had been introduced into the legislative council in the year 1859. 
“The Bill was introduced by Mr. Henry Ricketts, the member who represented the interests of 
the Bengal provinces in the council as then constituted, and whose knowledge of the countr 
made him eminently fit to have charge of such a measure, In bringing forward hie Bill 
he showed very clearly what subsequent investigation and experience hnd only more fully 
confirmed, that the whole system was one in much confusion and irregularity, which embraced 
almost every point connected with the appointment, maintenance, or organization of the 

police force. ‘Thus in some places chowkeedars were appointed by the zemindar, some by the 
gemindar’s gomastah, some by the headmen of the village, sonie by the villagers themselves. 
Again, in some places the remuneration of the chowkcedare was by land allotments, in others 
‘by salaties in cash, by allowances of grain, by presents of cloth ; and while in a few cases the 
remaneration might be sufficient, in the greater part of the country the rates of pay prevail- 
ing were entirely inadequate for the support of the village policeman 

‘The enquiries at that time and in previous years had brought to light the fact that in all tbe 
= pense there were in 1859 about 1,61,777 chowkeedars in 1,659,309 villages, and that 
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Bi on 
‘the te sum paid in different forms to this body of police was estimated at no leas a suin 
‘than, he of rupees, Mr. Ricketts’ Bill proceeded on the principle that the nomination of 
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the village watchman should rest with those who had hithegto nominated them ; that there should 
be no change in the nature of the remuneration which the ehowkeedar had bean in the habit of 
receiving, though endeavors should he mado to arrive as far ss possible at a system of mons 
payments by salary ; that purichayete shouldbe formed, wherever practicable for the assessment.gad 
collection of the cess necgsvary for the payment of the village watchmen ; and for the appointment 
and remgval of the chevleedar, subject to the magistrate’s control, The Bill also provided 
that it shculd be comipetent to the magistrate to dispense in places with the services of the 
chowkeedar, and to utilize the cess of the village to which such chowkeedar belonged to 
increase the pay of chowkeedars in other places. It seemed to be the opinion of the hon’ble 
member that a great deal of the large sum that was collected throughout the country. was 
very uselesely threwn away to nv purpose, and that with two-thirds of fae sum thus cpltected 
very much more practical good might be effegted, if power was given under his Bill.to 
appropriate the monica for the furtherance of the objects of an eficiont rural polige.in sue 
places as might be deemed proper, irrespective of the places and tuwns from which the cess 
was realized. 

It would be unnecessary to discuss now the merits or demerits of such a iprinciple af 
action, beyond stating that it forms no part of the present measure. On the contrary, the 
opposite principle has Leen distinetly recognised, that whereas it is just and expedient that 
the peaple at lurve should pay for their own protection, the fund realized should be directly 
limited in its application to the place where it is raised. However, as regards the Bill of 1859, 
he (Mr. Thompson) mizht state that beyond the enunciation of the prifciples on which he 
intende to proceed, Mr. Ricketts went no further. The Bill after being read in council 
appears to have been dropped, upder circumstances which bad been given in the statement 
of objects and reasons attached to the present Bill. 

He (Mr. Thompson) had not heen able to trave that anything further was done in the 
matter till the year 1863, when under the orders of His Honor’s predecessor a report was 
called for on the subject of the re-organization of the villave police in Bengal from Mr. C. P. 
Hobhouse, then civil and sessions judge of the Midnapore District, now Sir Charles Hobhouse, 
one of the lenrned puisne jadges of the high court of judicature of Bengal. In October of that 
year, in obedience to the ubove orders, Mr. Hobhouse submitted a carofal report on the gub- 
ject with the draft of a Bill for the reform of the village police system. ‘is opinion, fully 
elaborated in the report upon which Mr. Hobhouse prepared his ineasure, was that by both law 
and usgee a clear obligation rested upon zemindars aud village communities to’ maintain in 
Their estates and villages a village police: that it should be declared by law that in super~ 
sessicn of all previons practice the payment of such village police in futare should be in money : 

that the funds for the payment were to be supphed by landed proprietors or heads of village 
communities: and thay afl farther management and employment of this force,—its appoin’- 
ment, organization, dismifsal, and payment—were to be entirely independent of the zemindars 
or village communities, Sand should be vested solely in the district superintendent of police, 
subject to the general control of the dist magistrate. 

The publication of this report and of the draft Bill founded upon it elicited from- many 
quarters opinions very adverse to its main features. Among others he might mention that 
tho hon’ble member opposite as commissioner of the Bhaugulpore division, and the bon’tle 
member to the right us secretary to the British Indian Association, were prominent among 
those who resisted its adoption, on the ground that it would excite great discontent among the 
zomindare and arouse violent opposition as a change in the direction of farther eectralization, 
which, while impesing upon the land and upon village communities the burden of providing 
for the meana of paying the village police foree, deprived cach of his interest in the. village 
police, which from time immemorial had been recognised and acted upon. 

Considering the wide diversity of opinion which prevailed generally as regards both .the 
principles and details of Sir Charles Hobhonse’s Bill, and the necessity which further consider 
ation established of more detailed enquiry as to the respcctive rights of the Government, the 
landholders, and occupants of villages in connection with police ehakeran lands, the Govern- 
ment was induced in 1866 to nppoint n special officer to investigate the subject de noro, and 
Mr. D. J. MeNeile was depnted to undertake the duty, Ilis enquiries ex'ended to almost 
every district under the jurisdiction of the Lieatenant-Governor, and the results of his 
personal investigation and retearch are embodied in the volume which he (Mr. Thompson) 
had now before hita, With the historical portion of Mr. MeNeile’s report the council had. no 
ooneern at present. He (Mr. Thompson) would briefly state the proposition which Mr, MeNeile 
submitted, based ou the opinion of the utter incfficeney of the present system: of the rural

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is\ Of eofrse the proposal met with strong opposition. It was objected, as Mi MoNeile 
Hiraself seems to have anticipated, that bis measure virtually provided “ for the enrolment of 
tnvartny of plandering ruffians to be supported in all their extortion and erueltiea by. the 
wuthority of Government.” It was objected, an with very strong reason, that tho change 
which he contemplated was a revolution and not a reform; that the supersession of the 
ingtitation of n village police, by what t8 all intente and purposes was an inferior grade of 
constabulary, deprived the executive of the services of a ,class who combined local knowledge 
with a kind of influence among the village cornmunities, and that the absence of such a link 
between the regular police and the people would always work unsatisfactorily ; that it was 
contrary to the wishes of the natives of the cotfntry and subversive of the principles on which 
the lage watch had alwaya been recognized ag a municipal institution. It was under such 
ciroumstances of a general hestility to the principles which had been previously submitted for 
the reorganization of the rural police, that during last year a committee was appointed to 
reconsider the whole question with instructidns to frame a draft Bill for the reform of the 
village police on the principle of afitming the municipal chara-ter of the rural police and 
providing the simplest possible means for insuring the regular and prompt payment of their 








es. 

He had the honor to be associated on that committee with two able members of the 
civil sorvice and an hon’ble member of coun:il now absent, and the present Bill was the result 
of their investigatipns on the subject. It was proposed under its provisions that the village 
police of the country should be brought under one uniform eystem of a force remunerated by 
money payment, and that this fore should be distinct, froin the regular thanadari police. 

‘he Bill proceeds upon the recognition of the fact that the village chowkeedar 1s purely a 
village servant, employed for the protection of the lives and property of the villagers, and 
looking to the village community for the regular payment of the remuneration to which he is 
entitled. 

Tt was proposed that a punchayet should be appointed in every village where it is practica+ 
ble, and that euch punchayet shall, under the general control of the magistrate of the district, 
appoint and maintain the villnge watch, supervise its work and socure its regular payment, and 
that each member of the punchayet sball be responsible for the due report of all erime to the 

olice, 
P The duties of chowkeedars are definitely preseribed and ure chiefly of a character which 
connects them ne a subsidiary force to the regular police in cupplying, what is chiefly vanted, 
prompt information of all criminal attempts or occurrences which their local knowledge and 
position will enable them to give. 

Thus far as regards those ch«wkeedars or village watchmen who are in receipt of a 
monthly salary. But as he (Mr. Thompson) had occasion before to explain, there are many 
districts in Bengal, particularly in Western Bengal, where the systym of payment by 
assignments of land prevails. In such places it will be clear that the enforcement of money- 

aymencs in lieu of allotmenta of land will effect a complete revolution of the existing syatem. 
Dersonally he had wished that this part of the measure had been eutirely omitted. On a 
former occasion he adverted to this view, end suggested thal ar the question of chowkeedars 
paid by allotmente of lond was a larger and very much more complicated question, it 
yrould be wetter, for the present, simply to provide for the re-organization of the village 
igeman who is the recipient of a cash salary, and subsequently to consider the more 
ifGoult questions connected with chakeran lands. At the saine time ho was free to udmit 
that if by one comprehensive measure the council could settle the difliculties connected with 
oth parts of the village watch system, a large measure of reform would be secured. 

He wonld take the opportunity of pointing out some of the difficulties which would be 
‘met in dealing with the aubject of chakeran lands, and which have not been entirely solved 
by: the provisions of the Bill before the couneil, Before the punchayct system can be 
ifitroduced in those places where ‘the police is paid by allotments of land, we have first to 
updo existing arrangements. We have practically to eay to the zemindar:—“The chowkee- 
‘dae in this village is paid by an arsignment of land appertaining to your state: the produce 
of this land was laced to the credit of the zemindar when the rental on your estate waw fixed 
in perpetuity. The Bill proposes now to take the land away from the chowkeedar, to resume 
it, snd make it over to the zemindar, and to assign to him two-thirds of the rental for the sur- 
render. of any rights which he may have enjoyed in the sorvices of that chowkeedar, while 
the remaining one-third will be taken to form or help to form a watch fand as a contribation 
tiweueds the payment of the chowkecdar.” In carrying out this proposal difficulties will arise, 
Sor the chowkcedur may have been for a very long time the occupant of the land proposed to 
ee taken away from him, and be might object to a course which by a very harsh and arbitrary
